Earth’: Rotation Governs 
Days, Years; No Time Lost 
Time, regarding days, years, etc., 

has not been lost in any wey and 
the earth's rotation determines day 
and night, just ag the earth's rev- 
olution around the sun determines 
the seasons, observes a writer in 
the Detroit News. 

The division of the year inte 
months and days by what we cal 
a calendar has been a matter of 
growth and change. The Roman 
ealendar introduced in 738 B. C. 
had a year of 10 months, or 304 
days, but as this did not agree with 
the solar year of 385 days, two 
months were added by Numa Pom- 
pilius in 713 B. C., and the year 
was made to start at the winter 
solstice, As this calendar was not 
based on a knowledge of the true 
length of the year (385.24224 days) 
the error accumulated so that by 
Julius Caesar's time the seasons 
were confused and spring came 
about the frst of January. The 
Julian calendar was then estab- 
lshed, with the leap year to cor- 
Tect this, and the year 46 B. C. was 
Biven 445 days, called ‘'the year of 
confusion.”* Sixteen centuries later 
the error from the Julian calendar 
was found to be 10 days; our pres- 
ent calendar, the Gregorian, was 
devised to correct this.
